Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 2-22 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the combined cited art teach an integrated switching system that includes 
switching packets/resources between devices and switching policies, they fail to teach/suggest 
with respect to claim 1, wherein the switching the data frame includes switching the data frame 
independent of priority information within the data frame, and with respect to claim 12, a plurality 
switch ports wherein each switch port includes a port filter configured for determining a 
presence of a user-selected attribute in a received layer 2 data frame and outputting a signal 
indicating the determined presence of the user-selected attribute within the data frame by one of 
the network switch ports having received frame in combination with the other cited limitations.
